EIN  TON 

(THE  MONOTONE) 

By  Peter  Cornelius,  Op.  3,  No.  3 

In  the  history  of  the  world’s  song  literature  a  dozen  songs  stand  out 
as  great,  perhaps  two  dozen,  or  at  most  three.  Most  of  these  are  the  work 
of  composers  who  are  as  great  as  their  individual  examples  of  song. 
Schubert’s  “Erl  King,”  to  cite  one,  is  no  greater  as  a  song  than  Schubert  as 
a  composer.  Nor  Schumann’s  “The  Two  Grenadiers,”  nor  Brahms’ 
“Sapphic  Ode.” 

But  Peter  Cornelius’  “Ein  Ton”  is  a  song  that  has  a  far  wider  import¬ 
ance  and  meaning  than  his  total  achievement  as  a  creative  musician.  It  is, 
in  fact,  the  finest  music  that  he  wrote,  finer  than  his  opera  “The  Barber  of 
Bagdad,”  considered  by  many  an  outstanding  comic  opera  in  the  grand 
manner. 

The  little  sheaf  of  songs  that  Cornelius  left  is  a  precious  one.  In  it  we 
find  this  unique  conception  of  a  song,  built  on  a  recurring  single  tone,  a 
B  natural,  against  which  the  piano  weaves  a  magical  background,  harmo¬ 
nically  subtle,  atmospheric,  poignant,  warm  and  throbbing  with  an  emotion 
so  genuine  that  it  has  taken  its  place  among  the  great  Lieder  of  the  world 
literature. 

I  have  assigned  the  role  of  the  single  tone  to  a  solo  ’cello  and  have  set 
the  piano  part  for  the  other  divisions  of  the  string  body,  making,  I  believe, 
a  brief  but  stimulating  tone  picture,  which  in  feeling  is  directly  related  to 
the  original.  The  transcription  may  be  used  as  accompaniment  to  a  solo 
singer ;  in  which  case  the  part  given  the  solo  ’cello  must  be  omitted.

+  NOTE:  Following  the  composer’s  suggestion  of  “one  tone”,  I  have  taken  this  tone  and  carried  it  out  in  the  Solo  Viola,  practically  unceasing,  save  for  a 
two  measure  passage  on  Page  4;  the  performer  of  the  Solo  Viola  part  should  draw  his  bow  slowly  to  give  the  impression,  as  much  as  possible,  of  an  unin¬ 
terrupted  flow  of  tone.  The  bowing,  fingering, etc.  indicated, should  be  very  carefully  observed.
